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REMARKS 

Reconsideration of this application in light of the amendments and arguments herein is 
respectfully requested. 

I. Status of the Claims 

Claims 1-6 have been cancelled without prejudice or disclaimer of the subject matter therein. 
Claim 9 has been amended and no new matter is added. 
Claims 7-9 are pending. 

II. Acknowledgment of Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicants thank the Examiner for the indication that claims 7 and 8 are allowed and claim 9 
is allowable upon the correction of informalities. Applicants have amended claim 9 and cancelled 
claims 1-6. Thus, the Applicants respectfully submit that the application is in condition for 
allowance, 

III. Rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 112 

Claim 9 has been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite. 
Applicants have amended claim 9 pursuant to the Examiner's suggestion and respectfully submit 
that claim 9 is definite and in condition for allowance. Applicants respectfully request that the 
rejection be withdrawn. 
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II. Rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 103 

Claims 1 and 4 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as unpatentable over Flip Chip 
Technologies in view of U.S. Patent No. 6,137,162 to Park et al. Claims 2, 3, 5, and 6 are rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as unpatentable over Flip Chip Technologies in view of Park and further 
in view of U.S. Patent No. 5,965,064 to Yamada et al. ("Yamada"). 

Applicants have cancelled claims 1-6 rendering the above rejection moot. Applicants 
request that the rejection be withdrawn and the application passed to issue. 


Withdrawal of the rejections and allowance of the claims, as now amended, are respectfully 
requested. Applicants have made every effort to place the present application in condition for 
allowance. It is therefore earnestly requested that the present application, as a whole, receive 
favorable consideration and that all of the claims be allowed in their present form.
